WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—UfWThc 
government has mdved to provide 
housing for workers who w ill build 
the Atomic Energy Commission’s 
huge new U-235 production plant in 
Southern Ohio. 
The Housing and Home Finance 
Agency said it has set up a pro­ 
gram of 1,000 permanent and 400 
temporary units for the Pike-Ross- 
Jackson-Scioto Counties area. 
The $1.2 billion AEC plant is to 
be built in Pike County. Construc­ 
tion is expected to take up to four 
years. An estimated 30,000 workers 
will be on the job at the peak of 
this period. 
The 
permanent 
housing 
units 
(750 of which will be for rent and 
25 for sale) are to be built by 
private firms which will be eligible 
for various government aids. 
The government will pay for the 
temporary housing, which will he 
obtained and located by the Public 
Housing Administration. 
Up to 200 of the permanent units 
may be temporarily occupied by 
construction workers, HHFA said. 
The plant, when built, will need 
a permanent operating force of 
some 4,000. Presumably the perm ­ 
anent housing will be available to 
these workers. 
Key construction 
workers will occupy the temporary 
housing.

Birth Control 
Pills Perfected 
By Scientist 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 — UP—A 
Boston doctor has 
reported 
suc­ 
cessful use of birth control pills In 
humans. 
Dr. Benjamin Sieve reported in 
the 
technical 
journal 
“ Science” 
that 298 married couples had ex­ 
perienced complete lack of fertility 
during periods ranging from three 
to 30 months while taking the pills 
at breakfast, lunch and dinner— 
and 
that some are still taking 
| them. 
But the Boston researcher em ­ 
phasized that the drug, previously 
used to control bleeding, does not 
produce permanent sterility. 
He 
said 220 of the women have had a 
baby or have become pregnant af- 
1 ter they and their husbands quit 
| taking the pills. 
Declaring the substance “ prom­ 
ises safe and 
controllable fertil­ 
ity,’ Dr. Sieve said it “ can be tak­ 
en indefinitely without harmful ef­ 
fects or permanent 
inhibition 
of 
fertility.” 
The pills must be taken for 10 
consecutive days before their anti­ 
fertility action becomes effective, 
j They must he taken continuously 
thereafter to assure lack of fertil­ 
ity. He added: “ Fertility can he 
restored merely by omitting the 
drug for a 48-hour period.” 
The drug is called 
“ pho.sphory- 
lated hesperidin.” A prescription is 
required to purchase the drug.

WASHINGTON, Oct. I0_i*--Thc 
government has mdved to provide 
housing for workers who will build 
the Atomic Energy Commission's 
huge new U-235 production plant in 
Southern Ohio. 
The Housing and Home Finance 
Agency said it has set up a pro­ 
gram of 1,000 permanent and 400 
temporary units for the Pike-Ross 
Jackson-Scioto Counties arca. 
The $12 billion AEC plant is to 
be built in Pike County. Construc­ 
tion is expected to take up to four 
years. An estimated 30,000 workers 
will be on the job at the peak of 
this period. 
The 
permanent 
housing 
units 
(750 of which will be for rent and 
25 for sale) are to be built by 
private firms which will be eligible 
for various government aids. 
The government will pay for the 
lemporary housing, which will be 
obtained and located by the Public 
Housing Administration. 
Up to 200 of the permanent units 
may be temporarily occupied bys 
construction workers, HHFA said. 
The plant, when built, will need, 
a permanent operating force of 
some 4.000. Presumably the perm­ 
anent housing will he available to 
these workers.

Birth Control 
Pills Perfected 
By Scientist 


WASHINGTON, Oct. IO — (*—A 
Boston doctor has 
reported 
suc­ 
cessful use of birth control pills in 
humans. 
Dr. Benjamin Sieve reported in 
the 
technical 
journal 
“ Science” 
that 298 married couples had ex­ 
perienced complete lack of fertility 
during periods ranging from three 
to 30 months while taking the pills 
at breakfast, lunch and dinner— 
and that some are still taking 
them. 
But the Boston researcher em ­ 
phasized that the drug, previously 
used to control bleeding, does not 
produce permanent sterility., He 
said 220 of the women have had a 
baby or have become pregnant af­ 
ter they and their husbands quit 
taking the pills. 
Declaring the substance “ prom­ 
ises safe and 
controllable fertil­ 
ity, 
Dr. Sieve said it “can be tak­ 
en indefinitely without harmful ef­ 
fects or permanent 
inhibition 
of 
fertility.” 
The pills must be taken for IO 
consecutive days before their anti­ 
fertility action becomes effective. 
They must be taken continuously 
thereafter to assure lack of fertil­ 
ity. He added: “ Fertility can be 
restored merely by omitting the 
drug for a 48-hour period.” 
The drug is called “phosphory- 
lated hesperidin.” A prescription is 
required to purchase the drug.

Ike Says His 
Finance Data 
Being Readied 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Oct. IO — 0B - 
Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower said 
Friday he will make public before 
the election a report on his finan­ 
cial status. 
Arriving in Phoenix, Eisenhower 
was asked this question: 
“ May we h a\e an answer direct­ 
ly from you to the question w heth­ 
er you intend to make public be­ 
fore election time your income tax 
returns or a 
financial 
statem ent 
giving substantially the same in­ 
formation.” 
Eisenhower replied: 
“ Of course, lf anyone is inter­ 
ested they can have a report as 
soon as it is completed. It is vir­ 
tually all a m atter of public record 
any way.” 
This statement came after E is­ 
enhower had indicated no intention 
at this time of making his finan­ 
cial affairs public. 
Eisenhower’s 
statement 
Friday 
morning did not make clear wheth­ 
er he intended to open 
his full 
income tax returns for public in­ 
spection. Some of his aides said 
the statement did not mean neces­ 
sarily income tax returns would be 
opened. 
Last Sunday, in an off-the-record 
conversation with 
several 
news­ 
men, Eisenhower indicated he did 
not intend to make a public state­ 
ment of his personal finances. He 
said: 
“ I don’t see why I should dance 
to the other fellow s tune I haven t 
decided, hut as of 
now, 
I don’t 
think I II do anything about it.” 
The “ other fellow” 
may 
mean 
Adlai Stevenson who gave his per­ 
sonal 
financial 
report 
following 
pressure for sam e from Republi­ 
can leaders.

break-down of operating costs com­ 
piled by City Solicitor George Ger- 
hardt. 
The mayor than turned more ex­ 
tensively to a defense of his court 
here. He commented it has been 
referred to as “ a fast court” that 
transacts more than a n o r m a l 
amount of business, and added that 
this fact has been commended by 
the various arresting officers who 
“ oon’t have to wait around a n d 
lose time in having their c a s e s 
heard.” 
• « « 
AMEY EMPHASIZED that he is 
“ on call 24 hours a day,” and that 
when “ arrests are made, I’m con­ 
tacted immediately—no m a t t e r 
where I am or what I happen to be 
doing.” 
Many magistrates, he added, are 
not that obliging and consequently 
force defendants to wait in jail un­ 
til their cases are handled. 
In view of his duties, 24-h o u r 
schedule and modern wage scales, 
he said he doesn’t think he’s mak­ 
ing “too much for this day a n d 
age.” 
Taking what he said was a day 
. t h a t offered a good example, the 
* mayor told on an hour-by-hour 
schedule how he first heard t h e 
customary overnight cases and lat­ 
er through the day and evening 
was continuously being called back 
to handle still more. 
The first general laughter to 
relieve the meeting’s t e n s i o n 
came when he concluded the 
day’s account with reference to a 
man who wa» found 
guilty of 
“ handing wine into our city jail 
9 through the window. 
“They do everything,” he said. 
Before passing along then 
to 
comments upon different details of 
the charter plan, a booklet copy of 
which he held at the r o s t r u m , 
Amey said he realized “ there is 
nothing personal” in the activities 
of Elliott Barnhill, chairman of the 
Citizens Committee which is lead­ 
ing the pro-charter forces. He men­ 
t i o n e d his personal friendship with 
* “ Barney.” 
• • • 
GLANCING AT the charter copy, 
the mayor then renewed his point 
that only the salaries of the mayor 
and councilmen are set in advance 
under the city manager type of 
government. He warntc., as he had 
done publicly before, there would 
be consequently “ no assurance’’ as 
to the additional costs of the new 
•proposal 
^ He said Washington C.H. 
w a s 
“ $32.000 in the hole last month,” 
and that the city had been forced 
to raise the salary of its city man­ 
ager—with a new man being re­ 
cently hired—from $3,000 to $8,000. 
The mayor also hit again at al­ 
leged loopholes in the system of 
council representation under the 
charter plan, claiming it would be 
possible to “ gang up” under its 
^provisions in behalf of a particular 
^section of the city. 
On this phase of the controver­ 
sy, he mentioned 
Councilman 
Boyd Horn an:t said “ whether 
you agree with him or not, you 
have to admire his efforts in be­ 
half of the district he repre­ 
sents.” 
Amey emphasized the question of 
having a municipal court in Circle- 
ville is not at stake in the charter 
^controversy, and such a court could 
be established only by state legis­ 
lation. 
He wondered aloud if the mayor, 


under a municipal court operation 
here, would be as willing as he is 
to ‘be ori call all hours of the day 
and night.” 
• • • 


THE MAYOR c e n t e r e d the 
weight of his attack of the charter 
on a point he has already ham­ 
mered in print several times. 
“Where are (the charter back­ 
ers) going to get the money?” , he 
asked. 
He said virtually all of the city's 
expenses “ are already set" and de­ 
fied the charter forces to show 
where their plan could bring any 
material increase in revenue. 
Elaborating, 
he 
claimed 
the 
charter plan in some sections fav­ 
ors 
elimination 
of 
department 
heads and then later “puts them 
back in again” 
without ultimate 
savings. 
Claiming his opponents want to 
have “two men—the city mana­ 
ger and his assistant—run the 
city government,” he asked: 
“ Where are we going to get such 
a city manager who will have such 
widespread experience and know­ 
ledge? If there is indeed such a 
man—one who could take over 
when needed the various depart­ 
ments and specific jobs when ne­ 
cessary—he wouldn’t belong here 
in Circleville, but in Washington 
D. C. 
“ Obviously the 
city 
manager 
we’d get would not be able to do 
all that’s claimed for him. He’d 
have to have not one assistant but 
probably an assistant in each de­ 
partment.” 
• • • 
THE MAYOR said the charter 
system would try to engage in 
“carload 
purchasing,” 
and 
de­ 
manded to know: 
“ Where would all the supplies be 
stored and what would the local 
firms, from whom we buy, when­ 
ever we can, think about it?” 
Amey touched briefly upon criti­ 
cism against the city’s chief of po­ 
lice and reminded his 
listeners 
that the present setup in that of­ 
fice would not be changed by the 
charter. 
He added, moreover, that 
the 
main responsibility in reference to 
the chief’s job rests with the civil 
service commission here. 
“The city charter forces,” he 
declared, “remind me of a tired 
mother looking for the relief of 
her duties through a baby-sitter. 
The baby sitter plan, * can as­ 
sure them, is not the way out.” 
In concluding, the mayor stress­ 
ed heavily the thought that by 
placing the authority to hire and 
fire in the hands of council, the 
charter supporters were 
urging 
Circleville citizens to “give up your 
right to vote.” 
“ If council didn’t like the city 
manager,” he warned, “ they could 
I fire him. And it wouldn’t matter 
whether the citizens wanted him or 
not. 
• • • 
“IT IS A move dangerously close 
, to 
dictatorship and, 
although 
I 
know that may sound silly to some 
people, we should remember that 
such things often start in small 
1 ways. And this could be one of 
them.” 
As his closing words, Amey drew 
a paragraph from “The Methodist 
Messenger”, church booklet pub­ 
lished by the Rev. Mr. Weaver. 
It read as follows: “ If you do not 
, vote for your favorite candidate, 
* you are in a sense, voting against 


him. if you do not express your 
opinion on an issue, you will be 
governed accordingly whether or 
not you approve that issue. The 
men who founded this Nation took 
arms against taxation without re­ 
presentation, yet many citizens to­ 
day lack the initiative to take up a 
pencil to combat injustice” . 
Crist began his debate by say­ 
ing: “I am here for only one pur­ 
pose—to explain what the charter 
group is trying to do. 
~ ”We are not especially interested 
in what time the mayor gets up at 
night and so forth. Our main inter­ 
est is to see that the public is not 
misled by half truths and false im 
pressions. 
“I have known the mayor for a 
number of years, and have the hope 
that we may be able to educate 
bin. to the charter, too. I am vir­ 
tually certain from some of 
his 
remarks that he hasn’t as yet read 
all of the charter. 
* 
• « * 
“WHEN HE talks about two men 
running the government, taking de­ 
partments out and putting t h e m 
back in again, it just doesn’t make 
sense to me.” 
“ It is a good charter,” he said, 
“but it is essentially a legal docu­ 
ment, since it would take the place 
of the laws which otherwise would 
govern Circleville.” 
He went on to trace the work of 
the charter commission, the rea­ 
son for the Citizens Committee and 
the request by the committee that 
some of the commission members 
rcfurn to the task because of the 
legalistic phases involved. 
Crist suddenly turned then to 
the subject of Washington C.H. 
and shouted: 
“Washington C.H. does not have 
the type of government we’re try­ 
ing to sell to the people of Circle­ 
ville! It is not fair to compare it 
with what we’re trying to do!” 
He said Washington C. H. oper­ 
ates under a state general code 
“ city manager government” in­ 
stead of the type proposed here. 
“ We have no quarrel with t h e 
mayor as the mayor,” he said. 
“ Our quarrel is with the type of 
government. 
“ He 
isn’t 
doing 
anything 
he 
hasn’t the right to do. It’s the faul­ 
ty government we want abolished.” 
Crist reminded the gathering that 


a municipal court, even though de­ 
tached from the charter proposal, 
could be a means of bringing much 
needed revenue to Circleville. 
• • • 


HE SAID the money that n o w 
goes to the county “in one year 
could be used to build a 
(city) 
jail” here. Chillicothe, he recalled, 
“ cleared $30.000 the first year they 
hao a municipal court.” 
After asserting defeat of propos 
ed tax levies in recent years has 
reflected the public’s lack of confi­ 
dence in its government, the attor­ 
ney said: 
“Circleville is getting every dime 
it can get. The charter certainly 
e a i ’t cost any more, because they 
(in city hall) are spending all they 
can get now.” 
Crist denounced what he s a i d 
were efforts to give the impression 
the charter would lead to new taxes 
for the city. It would not create 
any new means of taxation 
that 
doesn’t already exist under t h e 
present forn\ of government, he 
said. 
He declared the city manager's 
business ability would be far su­ 
perior to that of an elected may­ 
or, and added: 
“ You’re a representative group 
of the PTA. You pick your super­ 
intendent of schools because he 
knows his job—and that’s the big 
requirement.” 
Denying the anti-charter claim 
that it would lead to lopsided rep­ 
resentation, he said: 
‘I could name those on council 
who have the sectional idea—look­ 
ing at issues only on the basis of 
their section instead of for the good 
of the city. 
“ You know what happens? They 


gang up on them in council, and 
they don't get anything of impor­ 
tance for their section anyway.'” 
• 
* 
• 


CRIST ASKED: 
“Why shouldn’t they want coun­ 
cil elected large?” And then he 
answered: “ I’ll tell you why' 
It 
would destroy their ward politics.” 
At the conclusion of his talk, 
Crist said: ‘ We don t care how you 
vote, but neither do we want the 
truth distorted! Our purpose above 
all is to have you know the char­ 
ter!” 
Mrs Walter Heine first and then 
C. P Heiskell led off the question 
and answer period, asking for in­ 
formation on election procedure 
and how councilmen would be nom­ 
inated under the charter. Crist an­ 
swered both queries. 
Mrs. Clayton Vaughn question- 
e l him closely on 
which cities 
currently have the city manager 
government, and when he men­ 
tioned Westerville she comment­ 
ed: 
“That’s only one little city.” 
She added that she had heard 
“from that last charter meeting 
that a city manager’s salary might 
be between $10,000 and $15.000 
Crist replied he hadn't heard men­ 
tion of hte figures and estimated a 
city manager in Circleville might 
draw about $7,000.

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BRIDGE DETHRONED 
A SURVEY BY THE ASSOCIATION of 
American Playing Card Manufacturers re­ 
veals that the most popular card game in 
the United States is canasta. Of the per- 
gons interviewed in the study of playing 
card habits, 29.9 per cent chose canasta as 
their favorite card game. 
Contract bridge finished second, with 19.3 
per cent of those interviewed favoring it 
above all other games. Rounding out the 
10 top card games, in the order of their 
popularity, were: Pinochle, poker, rummy, 
auction bridge, samba, five hundred, soli­ 
taire and gin rummy. 
After the peak of the canasta boom in 
1950, the association reports, the card in­ 
dustry stopped making special canasta 
decks in large quantities. Apparently, it ob­ 
serves, thousands of people are playing the 
Latin American game with two standard 
bridge decks. 
For some reason, canasta is not as popu­ 
lar in the east south central states as it is 
in other sections of the country. Its popu­ 
larity is uowest in Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Mississippi and Alabama. 
Other card games, too, are sectional in 
appeal. Bridge has its greatest appeal in 
the middle Atlantic, western and south At­ 
lantic states. Pinochle is liked in the mid­ 
dle Atlantic, w e s t e r n and midwestern 
«ones. Poker has a special appeal for the 
west north central zone, including North 
and South Dakota, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Kansas and Missouri. 
The feminine influence on card games is 
apparent in these statistics. Is there doubt 
that prior to World War I, say, the most 
popular card game would have been re­ 
vealed as poker? 


When succeeding generations face the 
heritage of a great national debt virtues of 
their illustrious ancestors will be put to 
careful scrutiny. 


Now, that is something new. It did not 
exist before. I am old enough to have seen 
the earliest motion pictures. I recall the 
stereopticon slides which preceded it.

But 
no one had ever seen “Cinerama” before, j 
That is as new as the electric light and the 
radio when they first appeared. 
The younger generations accept every­ 
thing new in their stride. They did not wit­ 
ness the transition from the Welsbach man­ 
tle to the early electric lights. Suddenly, 
the whole world seemed to change. It was 
like that when the first auomobiles alter­ 
ed our streets and roads and produced a 
horselss age. 
I could not help thinking of the broader 
aspects of this new development. The mo­ 
tion picture industry has been hit terrifical­ 
ly hard for several reasons: television, the 
poor quality and high costs of pictures, the 
separation of production companies from 


j theater ownership, public resistance to 
writers, artists, actors, etc. who have had 
Communist affiliations or take advantage 
| of the Fifth Amendment. But what h a s 
struck at the industry hardest is public 
weariness with the sameness of pictures. 
If one has to see a Western, it is as good 
; or as bad on television as in the theater, 
and television requires less effort. The 
resurrection of vaudeville on television 
gave the amusement industry a fillip which 
the movies could not equal. 
The public relations and advertising 
schemes of the motion picture industry can 
do them little good. The arguments s e t 
forth for the industry are unimpressive be­ 
cause, after all, no one has to go to a movie 
theater. The very large houses, the movie 
palaces, over the country are particular­ 
ly in trouble because their overhead is so 
enormous and the people expect more than 
can be provided. 
“Cinerama” may save this industry. Tt 
is an entirely new form of entertainment 
and its possibilities are without limit. For 
instance, the travelogue is no longer the 
cold, 
drab, 
lifeless 
animated 
picture. 
Whether one views the majesty of the 
Rockies or the beauties of Venice or the 
gorgeous colors of the Everglades in Flor-

deeper and deeper. From this 
stage he slips into a deep coma, 
an d If he h as tak en enough of the 
drug it m ay affect th e b rain cen- 


te r which controls his breathing. 
If this should happen, th e person 
tu rn s blue, and finally slips into 
an irreversible sleep. 
M odern treatm en ts can sav« 
m any of these victim s if they are 
rushed to the hospital. T he stom ­ 
ach Is usually w ashed o u t w ith a 
stom ach pum p to rem ove any 
unabsorbed or unused drug. 
Risk of Lung Infection 
Penicillin can also be given to 
prevent an Infection of th e lung. 
This can be a serious th re a t since 
th e person has usually lost his 
norm al coughing reflexes. Oxy­ 
gen is som etim es very helpful If 
breathing Is difficult. 
Usually, the older th e person, 
th e m ore severe are th « com pli­ 
cations from barbiturates. 
A drug known as m etrazol, or 
picrotoxin, has been helpful in 
bringing persons out of th e ir 
deep sleep. Most victim s of barbi­ 
turate poisoning can be saved 
with this m ethod of tr e a tm e n t

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BRIDGE DETHRONED 
A SURVEY BY THE ASSOCIATION of 


American Playing Card Manufacturers re­ 
veals that the most popular card game in 


the United States is canasta. Of the per­ 


sons interviewed in the study of playing 
card habits, 29.9 per cent chose canasta as 
their favorite card game. 
Contract bridge finished second, with 19.3 
per cent of those interviewed favoring it 
above all other games. Rounding out the 
IO top card games, in the order of their 
popularity, were: Pinochle, poker, rummy, 
auction bridge, samba, five hundred, soli­ 
taire and gin rummy. 
After the peak of the canasta boom in 
1950, the association reports, the card in­ 
dustry stopped making special canasta 
decks in large quantities. Apparently, it ob­ 
serves, thousands of people are playing the 
Latin American gam e with two standard 
bridge decks. 


For some reason, canasta is not as popu­ 
lar in the east south central states as it is 
in other sections of the country. Its popu­ 
larity is uowest in Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Mississippi and Alabama. 


Other card games, too, are sectional in 
appeal. Bridge has its greatest appeal in 
the middle Atlantic, western and south At­ 
lantic states. Pinochle is liked in the mid­ 
dle Atlantic, w e s t e r n and midwestern 
zones. Poker has a special appeal for the 
west north central zone, including North 
and South Dakota, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Kansas and Missouri.

theater, you are also part of the life which 
goes on before you on the complex screen. 
The projection is not limited to the stage; 
it makes each viewer a participant. 
Now, that is something new. It did not 
exist before. I am old enough to have seen 
the earliest motion pictures. I recall the 
stereopticon slides which preceded it. The 
change from one to the other was not as 
startling a performance as “Cinerama.” 
We had seen flat pictures in one form or 
another, even some kinds of motion pic­ 
tures, viewed in a penny slot machine. But 


I no one had ever seen “Cinerama’’ before. 
That is as new as the electric light and the 
radio when they first appeared. 
The younger generations accept every­ 
thing new in their stride. They did not wit­ 
ness the transition from the Welsbach man­ 
tle to the early electric lights. Suddenly, 
the whole world seemed to change. It was 
like that when the first auomobiles alter­ 
ed our streets and roads and produced a 
horselss age. 


I could not help thinking of the broader 
aspects of this new development. The mo­ 
tion picture industry has been hit terrifical­ 
ly hard for several reasons: television, the 
poor quality and high costs of pictures, the 
separation of production companies from 
theater ownership, 
public resistance to 
writers, artists, actors, etc. who have had 
Communist affiliations or take advantage 
of the Fifth Amendment. But what h a s 
struck at the industry hardest is public 
weariness with the sameness of pictures. 
If one has to see a Western, it is as good 
or as bad on television as in the theater, 
and television requires less effort. The 
resurrection of vaudeville on television 
gave the amusement industry a fillip which 
the movies could not equal. 


The public relations 
and advertising 
schemes of the motion picture industry can 
do them little good. The arguments s e t 
forth for the industry are unimpressive be­ 
cause, after all, no one has to go to a movie 
theater. The very large houses, the movie 
palaces, over the country are particular­ 
ly in trouble because their overhead is so 
enormous and the people expect more than 
can be provided. 


“Cinerama’’ may save this industry. It 
is an entirely new form of entertainment 
and its possibilities are without limit. For 
instance, the travelogue is no longer the 
cold, 
drab, 
lifeless 
animated 
picture. 
Whether one views the majesty of the 
Rockies or the beauties of Venice or the 
gorgeous colors of the Everglades in Flor­ 
ida, or even an airplane flying t h r o u g h 
clouds—everything is alive, vivid, full. 
Nothing is flatter on the screen than it is 
in life itself.

Use Barbiturates Only Under 
The Direction Of A Physician 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


WE frequently read new* item s 
about people taking an overdose 
of sleeping pills, either through 
accident or an a ttem p t at suicide. 
O ften these pills contain one of 
th e barbiturate drugs, w hich are 
in common use, but are also very 
treacherous. 
If there is the least suspicion 
th a t an unconscious person has 
taken barbiturates, he should be 
rushed to a hospital a t once. 
C ontrol T ighter 
U ntil recently there was little 
control over the sale of barbi­ 
turates, and people could buy 
them anyw here. This control is 
now som ew hat tighter, as th e 
drugs have been proven so d a n ­ 
gerous. They a r t also very h ab it­ 
form ing, and th eir continued use 
can lead to a serious form of drug 
addiction. 
T he first step in th e control of 
barb itu rate poisoning is th e re ­ 
fore to restrict the drugs by law, 
so they can be bought only on a 
doctor s prescription. 
After taking an overdose of a 
barb itu rate, 
a 
person 
usually 
sinks into a sleep w hich becomes 
deeper and deeper. From this 
stage he slips Into a deep coma, 
and lf he has tak en enough of the 
drug it m ay affect the brain cen­ 


te r which controls his breathing. 
If this should happen, the person 
tu rn s blue, and finally slips into 
an irreversible sleep. 
Modern treatm ents can save 
m any of these victim s lf they are 
rushed to the hospital. The stom ­ 
ach Is usually w ashed out w ith a 
stom ach pum p to remove any 
unabsorbed or unused drug. 
Risk of L unr Infection 
Penicillin can also be given to 
prevent an Infection of the lung. 
This can be a serious th re a t since 
th e person has usually lost his 
norm al coughing reflexes. Oxy­ 
gen is sometimes very helpful lf 
breathing Is difficult. 
Usually, the older the person, 
th e more severe are th e com pll- 
I cations from barbiturates. 
A drug known as m etraxol, or 
picrotoxin, has been helpful In 
bringing persons out of their 
deep sleep Most victim s of barbi­ 
tu rate poisoning can be saved 
w ith this m ethod of treatm en t.

HE BLESSED PEACEMAKERS; URGED THAT WE 
LOVE OUR ENEMIES 


Scripture—Matthew 5. 


f By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
s' IF YOU cannot go to attend 
th« church service, take time to 
read the fifth chapter of Mat­ 
thew, and no matter how much 
you may miss the eloquent ser­ 
mon your preacher will preach, 
it cannot be as full of beautiful 
thoughts and helpful suggestions 
as was the Lord's teaching to 
the multitudes who flocked to 
hear Him as He addressed them 
from the unnamed mountain near 
/Capernaum. 
Would yiu live a Christian life? 
.Then remind yourself daily of His 
words and follow their teaching 
£nd you may not bo perfect, as 
was the 
Man without sin/’ but 
■you will become a beloved and 
helpful influence in a world that 
sadly needs to follow His teach­ 
ing. 
“And seeing the multitudes, He 
'went up into the mountain: and 
when He had sat down, His 
disciples came unto Him: 
t “And He opened His mouth and 
taught them, saying, 
“Blessed are the poor in spirit. 


to understand the hard facts of 
life. Also to be charitable and gra­ 
cious toward those who may treat 
us harshly. 
“Blessed are they that hunger 
and thirst after righteousness, for 
they shall be filled.” 
The promise of Christ makes 
the pursuit of righteousness no 
weak or barren thing. It is a 
steadfast and a pressing on and 
overcoming a n d attaining, ac­ 
cording to J. Oswald Dykes. That 
pressing on and o v e r c o m i n g 
brings its own blessedness. 
“Blessed are the merciful, for 
they shall obtain mercy.” 
The dictionary says that mercy 
is 
forbearance 
from 
inflicting 
harm; a disposition to exercise 
compassion or forgiveness; com­ 
passionate treatment of the un­ 
fortunate. 
It seems to me to be more than 
that. It also means trying to un­ 
derstand others, to see things 
from their point of view; so that 
we may be helpful and not con­ 
demn others. It is also like the 
Good Samaritan who cared for

We call the Sermon on the 
Mount the Beatitudes. The word 
beatitude comes from the Latin 
word, Beatus, meaning happy, 
from a Latin verb meaning to 
bless. 
k Happiness is a condition of man 
not something bestowed upon him. 
He may be poor or he may be 
wealthy in the eyes of the world, 
but if his spirit is poor—not 
“puffed 
up,” 
but humble and 
grateful, he will be happy, or 
blessed. 
"Blessed are they that mourn, 
for they shall be comforted.” 
Have you ever seen a friend so 
overcome with grief after a be­ 
reavement that he or she could 
think of no one but themselves 
and would not be comforted? It 
is a sad spectacle, and strains the 
ties of friendship to the limit. 
However, in time, even in this 
type of self-centered and selfish 
sorrow, the victim is comforted 
—more especially if the mourner 
learns to realize that others too 
have suffered: that their grief is 
not unique, and that by helping 
others to bear their sorrow they 
become “blessed.” 
Learn that 
promise by heart, those of you 
who are grieving, and be sure 
that you too will be comforted. 
“Blessed are the meek, for they 
•hall inherit the earth.” 
We are inclined to think of 
"meek” persons as those who 
have no strength of character, 
but in the Beatitudes meekness 
oaeans the disposition to submit 
to the will of God under adverse 
iircumstances; to become for- 
searing, and to make an attempt

the robbed and wounded man 
when others passed him by. 
“Blessed are the pure in heart; 
for they shall see God.” 
“Blessed are the peacemakers, 
for they shall be called sons of 
God.” 
*‘Ye have heard that it hath 
been said, Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor and hate thine enemy, 
But I say unto you, Love- your 
enemies, bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate 
you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you and persecute 
you.” 
‘That ye may be the children 
of your 
Father which 
is 
in 
heaven: for He maketh His sun 
to rise on the evil and on the 
good, and sendeth rain on the 
just and on the unjust." 
“Be ye therefore perfect, even 
as your Father in heaven is per­ 
fect.” 
Perfection we probably never 
can attain. Most of us have had 
the privilege of knowing a few 
people who were close to it—al­ 
though they would have dis­ 
claimed any such attribute. Alfred 
Lord Tennyson said of a lovely 
mother, “Not perfect, nay, but 
full of tender wants: 
“No angel, but a dearer being, 
all dip't in angel instincts.” I 
have known such a mother. And 
I have known some ministers of 
the gospel and some quite ordi­ 
nary people who came near it. 
Is it too difficult to love your 
enemy? to bless those who curse 
you? to pray for those who de­ 
spitefully use or persecute you? 
It has been done, therefore it 
can be done. Let us try it, sober­ 
ly and earnestly.
